They 
have better information of markets, 
both on the spot and in the interior; 

aro infinitely lighter, 
for arranging bartor 
transactions aro infinitely greater, and 
as now tho Banks givo them credit as 
roadily ns to Poroigners, they really 
possess all tho advantagos of the latter 
in addition to those afforded: by their 
own nationnlity, It is a Iamontable 
fact that foreigners nt out-ports hnvo, 
in many instances, becomo tho shipping 
and corresponding clerks of natives, 
With the exception of Shanghai, Foo- 
chow and Hankow, trade has virtaall 























loft tho bands of foreigners, and their 
intorest in tho small ports is tonding 
rather to docrenso than improve. 
‘Thoso facts aro all moro or less adrait- 
ted, though thoy aro seldom put in 
typo. It is nsoless repeating a well 
leuown fact, and wo only do so nom, 
to publish: an oxpression of opinion by 
noorrespondent, whoso iden desorros 
atfontion for its novelty, if for no othor 
reason. Whilo memorials are f 
n upon Sir Rutherford Alcock from 
North, South and Contro, urging the 
spprotsivence of Chinese taxaiion and 
ho iniquity of Mandarin squeozos, an 
ivolated correspondent writes “If mor- 
chants would bo a little rensonablo, 
nd officials uso a littlo intelligence, it 
Cousnls would provent Enropeans lend- 
ing Chinese their names; if Buropeans 
would loarn to act concertedly instead 
of antagonistically ; if, moro than all, 
officials and merchants both would 
understand that their object is not to 
tho Chinese making absurd 
exacting oppressivo taxos, but 
to provent those laws and taxos nifvol- 
ig thom—I boliovo mattors might. yot 
mend. Strango nv it appoars, I look 
to Loki? as tho only means by which 
tho foreign trade ean be brought back 
into forvign hands, If n honvy tax bo 
ut on Chinese sinporters, the whole 
imports will go into foreign hands ; for 
Consuls should bo ablo. to onsily sotto 
tho protensions of Mandarin to collect, 
oven indirectly, from tho Intter. ‘The 
view which passes carront iu Shanghi 
that, “squeezes” may bo levied 
British goods directly they linve bo 
old to a Chinese, is contrary to 
spirit nnd lotter of tho treaty. As woll 
fight a heavy octroi be jovied on 
French clarot at tho gates of Manchos- 
tor, as tho Putai of Kinngsu lovy an 
additional sqnoeze, in Shanghat or 
Soochow, on goods that have onco pai 
the treaty Import and Transit dutios.
